Woist Damage Near Madison Mills; 


Many Sections of Ohio Battered; 


Winter Hits Northwest States 


A swirling gust of wind, described by some as a cyclone, dipped 
down into Fayette County about 8 P. M. Sunday and damaged farm 
buildings, trees and utility lines about a mile west of Madison Mills. 
The winds cut a swath through the Della Mahan farm and scattered 
parts of a tin roof some 500 yards, across the CCC Highway and in 
an adjoining field 


Mrs. William Markley, sitting in her home across the road from the 
Mahan place said she felt something “like a jolt” as the wind churn­ 
ed through the Markley farm. 


The winds picked up a huge galvanized water tank and sent it 
crashing into a nearby thicket of trees owned by Simon Stuckey. With 
it the winds carried a part of Markley s barn. 
A chicken house owned by Tom Lightle was damaged and minor 
damage caused to the farm home of William Snapp. 
Miss Della Mahan said she wasn’t even aware that the winds had 
whipped part of her barn roof away until she looked outside and saw 
the damage which resulted.

Telephone wires and severed main 
circuits between Washington C. H. j 
and Columbus. Several large ever­ 
green trees in her front yard were 
cut down by the sharp winds. 
The damaging winds missed sev­ 
eral corn cribs in which surplus 
1948 corn has been stored by the 
government by about a mile. 
Linemen from the Bell T ele­ 
phone Company and workers from 
the state highway department were 
soon on the job repairing the dam­ 
age, however. 
The swirling winds apparently 
went aloft shortly after hitting the 
area near Madison.

New Minimum Wage Law Hike 
Goes into Effect in Nine Days 


Husband Suicides 
Soon A fter W ife Dies 
CLINTON, Mo., Jan. 16— (A3)— A 
newspaper 
publisher 
committed 
suicide a few minutes after he was 
told his w ife had died in a hospital. 
A coroner’s jury ruled Charles 
H. Whitaker, III, publisher of the 
Clinton Daily Democrat, shot him ­ 
self to death 
with a .38-caliber 
pistol. 
Whitaker’s wife, Katherine, 43, 
who assisted him in publishing the 
daily 
and a weekly 
newspaper, 
died following a tumor operation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 — (ZP) 
—The new law boosting the na­ 
tional minimum wage from 40 to 
75 cents an hour goes into effect 
in nine days. 
Starting Jan. 25, it is estimated 
to mean 
a pay "boost 
averaging 
from 
about five to 15 
cents an 
hour for 
1,500,000 
workers— an 
added payroll cost of about $300,- 
000,000 a year. 
It represents a general over­ 
hauling of the law Congress en­ 
acted nearly a dozen years ago as 
one of the prime social planks 
of the Roosevelt New Deal. 
It 
was acclaimed as a “major vic­ 
tory” by the Truman administra­ 
tion. 


The law, as first enacted back 
in 1938, 
did two 
main things: 
Arranged a 40-cent an hour m ini­ 
mum wage for workers employed 
in interstate commerce, and re­ 
quired 
overtime pay 
for work 
beyond 40 hours a week. 
The new law leaves unchanged 
the 
requirement for 
tim e-and- 
half over-tim e pay, but raises the 
minimum pay by 87 1-2 per cent. 
The government says the 75- 
cent wage today will buy about 
as much as the 40-cent wage did 


when the law was first passed. 
Figured on a 40-hour week basis 
the 75-cent hourly wage means 
a $30 weekly paycheck. 
In the new wage-hour law it­ 
self, the most important changes 
are these: 
1. A new definition 
of those 
covered. 
2. A broad 
tightening of 
the 
ban on child labor. 
3. Power 
for the 
wage-hour 
administration to sue for wages 
due under the law and not paid 
to employes.

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Will Congress Prove A 1950 'Sell-Out? 
Laff-A-Day

The 
new session of 
Congress may 
do 


much to decide whether we are to continue 


down 
the road that 
ends in statism 
and 


dictatorial government, or whether we are 


to reaffirm the principles and the ideals that 


made us a free and prosperous people. 


A determined 
effort is being made 
to 


fasten the welfare state idea upon the coun­ 
try. Congress will be asked to appropriate 
billions 
for 
cradle-tothe-grave 
security 
measures—all of which, of course, would be 
compulsory. The only logical reasoning be­ 
hind proposals of this character is that the 
American people are no longer capable of 
taking care of themselves, that independ­ 
ence, thrift, self-reliance#and pride are ob­ 
solete virtues, and that we must follow the 
lorry example of near-bankrupt 
England 
and dictator-ridden Russia. 


An 
equally determined effort will 
be 
made to extend government ownership and 
domination of industry and enterprise. This 
naturally goes hand in hand with the wel­ 
fare state—the cloth is cut from the same 
bolt. 


It is also possible that an effort will be 
made to increase the tax rates-despite the 
fact that they are excessively heavy now, 
cut deep into the purchasing power of every 
individual, 
and make it difficult and 
in 
som e cases impossible for enterprises to ob­ 
tain the investment capital they need. That 
is particularly true of new and smaller com­ 
panies. 


The basic issue was well put by General 
Eisenhower 
when he said, 
“Governpient 
ownership or control of property is not to 
be decried principally because of the his­ 
toric inefficiency of governmental manage­ 
ment 
Its real threat rests in the fact 
that, if carried to the logical extreme, the 
final 
concentration of 
ownership in 
the 
hands of government gives to it, in all prac­ 
tical effects, absolute power over our lives.” 


That fine 
statement should be on every 
congressman’s desk. We have come nearer 
than we realize to giving government such 
power. 


Sun and Gloom 


The difference between a sunny day and 
a gloomy one is infinite. It affects the at­ 
mosphere of the house and the tempers of 
its inhabitants, alters the color of the grass 
and the flowers by the walk.

presidents who served for months 
and fedual lords who set them ­ 
selves up as mighty powers, and

K ei-Shek 
held 
pow er from 1927 to 1949 and is 
still fighting.

Almost fatal­ 
istically, he faces death all the 
time. I recall an incident years 
ago w hen one of his bodyguards 
was bribed to assassinate him in 
bed. C hiang aw oke during the 
knight: he lay quietly and said 
to the guard: “you’ve been hired 
to kill me. W hy don’t you earn 
your pay?” T he guard su p e r­ 
stitiously trem bled and collapsed, 
m ore at C hiang’s calm ness than 
out of fear. 
_ The m arriage betw een Chiang 
K ai-Shek and Meiling Soong has 
been prattled about by many who 
could not know the facts. I knew 
ti.cm intim ately w hile even the 
courtship was a secret. Meiling 
w as then, as she is now, beauti­ 
ful, vivacious, fascinating. Chiang 
wui 
Kdually out of pow er for a 
few ^nonths: but even in power, 
his was, at the time, a dubious 
career in an uncertain govern­ 
m ent. Also Chiang was quite 
poor and alw ays has been. O thers 
associated with him m ay have 
become rich through his rise to 
power, but not Chiang or his 
wife. H er m other was in Japan 
during the courtship, as was her 
brother T. V. Soong, during the 
crucial days of it. 
I can recall that once during 
th at period, when Chaing, M ei­ 
ling and I were dining with the

To an Am erican, this m ay be

Yet, there in China in those 
days, 
the reply seem ed 
alto­ 
gether 
reasonable to me. 
The 
Chinese are 
like that. Chiang 
was obviously deeply in 
love 
w ith Meiling. 
It m ust be re­ 
m em bered that, in those revolu­ 
tionary days, it was som ething 
of a feather in C hiang’s cap to 
be able to m arry into such a 
family 
.so 
closely 
associated 
with Dr. Sun Y at-Sen. C hiang 
had not yet established him self 
as the great figure. 
Although I had much to do 
w ith m aking the arrangem ents 
for the wedding, I was not p re ­ 
sent. I was in the hospital h av ­ 
ing my 
appendix out—and 
it 
annoyed me no end to miss the 
festivities. 
My 
wife, 
was 
of 
course, present. 
M eiling Soong’s m other 
was 
a C hristian lady, closely associ­ 
ated 
w ith 
church 
w ork. 
H er 
father had actually returned to 
China from the United States to 
teach English and the Bible and 
had set up a printing plant to 
publish 
Bibles. M adam e Soong 
objected to Chiang because he 
w as not a C hristian. 
Much that is not true has been 
said of C hiang’s conversion. All 
he had agreed to do w as to ^ ea d 
the Bible. So deeply impressed 
w as he w ith the New Testam ent 
th at he joined 
the 
M ethodist 
Church and developed a philoso­ 
phy of h is own, “The new life 
m ovem ent,” of alm ost C rom w ell­ 
ian disciplines. This might have 
done m uch for C hina—but, as 
always, C hina’s hopes were sh at­ 
tered by war. This tim e by J a ­ 
p an ’s w ar on C hina in 1931.

Diet and Health 
Kidney Stone Cause 
Remains Obscure 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


THE tube which leads from the 
m outh to the stom ach is called 
the esophagus. Like all other 
p arts of the body, It is subject to 
a variety of disorders. Most of 
these interfere w ith swallowing 
and cause a certain am ount of 
pain. 
Diagnosis of these conditions 
depends to a large extent on two 
instrum ents—the X -ray and the 
esophagoscope. X -ray pictures, 
w hich will tell the doctor much, 
can be m ade after the esophagus 
h as been filled with some opaque 
m aterial, such as barium . W ith 
th e esophagoscope, a tube-like 
in stru m en t w ith a light a t the 
end, th e physician can look d i­ 
rectly a t the walls of the esopha­ 
gus. 
Foreign Material 
Nearly all of the disorders a f­ 
fecting th e esophagus cause a 
certain am ount of blocking. This 
often leads to the inhalation of 
th e stag n an t foreign m aterial, 
lying in the blocked esophagus, 
into th e lungs, with consequent 
infection. 


I The condition may be diagnosed 
by taking X -ray pictures. The 
only treatm en t is an operation 
1 to correct the defect. 


It is im portant th a t this m ate­ 
rial be removed through the use 
of a suction apparatus, and th a t 
th e Infection be treated with 
penicillin 
or 
the 
sulfonam ide 
drugs. 
Som etim es 
babies 
are 
born 
w ith a n im p ro p e rly fo rm e d 
esophagus. There m ay be an 
opening between the esophagus 
and the trachea or windpipe. 
This condition causes attack s of 
choking and suffocation. W hen 
the baby is fed, th e sym ptom s are 
m ade worse, and there are a t­ 
tacks of coughing and vomiting. 


Enlarged Veins 
A nother condition which may 
affect the esophagus Is th e de­ 
velopm ent of varicose or enlarged 
veins in this structure. W hen this 
condition Is present, it m ay pro­ 
duce the vom iting of blood. 
In some cases these dilated 
veins are produced because of a 
cirrhosis or a hardening of the 
liver. This condition blocks the 
flow of blood through th e liver 
and leads to th e dilated veins in 
the esophagus. O perative tre a t­ 
m ent m ay be necessary in such 
cases. In some instances, a solu­ 
tion to cause scarring of the 
large veins m ay be injected into 
them through the esophagus. 
Anyone who has difficulty in 
swallowing, pain under the breast 
bone, vomiting, particularly the 
vom iting of blood, should realize 
the need of careful study of the 
esophagus to determ ine w hether 
or not any abnorm al condition is 
present in it.
